receipt of said user input and a location marker of said media selection that corresponds 
to said user input (limitations 1(f) and 13(d));

identified location marker with at least one of said frame location data of said 
enhancement registry to determine a communicative link associated with the at least one 
of said time data and the at least one of said frame location data (limitations 1(g) and
